RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  The  Conference  shall  meet  at  8:30  o'clock,  a.  m., 
and  adjourn  at  11:45  a.  m.  The  first  thirty  minutes  shall 
be  devoted  to  religious  services. 

II.  After  the  usual  opening  religious  services  the 
Secretary  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day, 
which  shall  then  be  corrected  and  approved. 

III.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  by  the  Conference;  but  in  case 
of  such  appeal,  the  question  shall  be  taken  without  de- 
bate. 

IV.  Sec.  1.  All  the  standing  committees  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  District  Superintendents  and  confirmed 
by  the  Conference.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  other 
committees,  unless  the  names  are  contained  in  the  motion, 
or  the  Conference  orders  otherwise.  Each  committee 
shall  choose  its  own  chairman,  but  the  first  named  shall 
call  the  first  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of 
three  persons ;  one  of  these  members  shall  be  the  Assistant 
Treasurer;  another  shall  be  the  Assistant  Statistical  Sec- 
retary. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  audit 
the  reports  of  the  Statistical  Secretary,  the  Treasurer  and 
of  the  District  Superintendents. 

V.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing,  if  desired  by  the  Secretary  or  President. 

VI.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  is  made  or  sec- 
onded, or  report  presented  and  read  by  the  Secretary,  or 
stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  possession 
of  the  Conference,  but  any  motion  or  resolution  may  be 
withdrawn  by  the  mover,  with  the  consent  of  the  second, 
any  time  before  amendment  or  decision. 

VII.  The  following  motions  may  be  presented  when 
a  motion  is  before  the  house,  and  they  have  the  precedence 
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in  the  order  named:  To  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for 
the  previous  question,  to  postpone  to  a  given  time,  to  refer 
or  re-commit,  substitute,  amend  or  postpone  indefinitely. 

VIII.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the 
same  question,  and  no  more  than  fifteen  minutes  at  any 
one  time  without  leave  of  the  Conference;  lior  shall  any 
member  speak  more  than  once  until  every  oHe  de'siring  to 
speak  shall  have  spoken. 

IX.  When  any  motion  has  been  adopted  or  rejected, 
it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  ma- 
jority to  move  a  reconsideration. 

X.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  ses- 
sions of  the  Conference  without  leave,  unless  sickuess  or 
some  other  lawful  reason  compels  it. 

XI.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  a  ques- 
tion unless  he  be  within  the  bar,  at  the  time  the  question 
is  put,  unless  he  has  been  granted  leave  of  absence  by 
the  conference. 

XII.  Every  member  within  the  bar,  at  the  time  of 
the  putting  of  a  question,  shall  vote  unless  excused  by  the 
Conference. 

XIII.  No .  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  sec- 
onded. 

XIV.  The  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  all  the 
papers  of  the  Conference,  and  shall  not  permit  anyone  to 
have  any  of  the  papers  during  the  interval  of  the  Con- 
ference, except  by  permission  of  the  Conference. 

XV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see  that 
these  rules  are  observed,  but  it  may  be  the  privilege  of 
any  member  of  the  Conference  to  call  his  attention  to  the

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RDLES  GOVERNING  CANDIDATES  AND  EXAMI- 
NERS. 


1.  Examinations  shall  be  held  the  first  week  in  De- 
cember, April  and  Jnne,  and  the  candidates  shall  be  re- 
quired to  write  upon  the  books  designated  for  each  period 
respectively. 

2.  Each  examiner  shall  prepare  a  full  synopsis  of 
the  books  assigned  him  and  send  copies  of  the  same  to 
each  candidate.  It  shall  be  prepared,  if  possible,  within 
30  days  of  the  rise  of  the  Conference.  This  is  intended  to 
aid  the  candidate  in  the  study  of  the  subject. 

3.  Examiners  shall  prepare  their  list  of  questions 
"when  there  are  any  candidates,"  and  send  them  to  the 
chairman  who  shall  forward  them  to  the  presiding  ex- 
aminer, and  who  in  turn  shall  send  the  answers  to  the 
proper  Examiner.  The  latter  shall  send  all  grades  to  the 
Eegistrar. 

4.  Each  examinei'  is  requested  to  enter  into  corres- 
pondence with  the  candidates  and  render  any  assistance 
required  in  connection  with  their  studies. 

5.  If  any  of  the  candidates  have  failed  to  write  at 
the  dates  mentioned  above,  or  any  have  failed  to  pass  in 
any  of  their  subjects,  the  examining  board  shall  meet  with 
them  at  9  a.  m.,  on  the  day  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Con- 
ference session. 

6.  A  grade  of  less  than  70  in  the  scale  of  100  shall 
subject  the  candidate  to  re-examination  on  that  particlar 
branch. 

7.  All  candidates  for  admission  on  trial  shall  pass 
written  examinations  on  the  English  branches  or  present 
certificates  of  grades  subject  to  the  acceptance  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners. 

8.  Each  candidate  shall  place  in  the  hands  of  his 
examiner  every  essay  or  sermon  at  least  two  weeks  prior 
to  the  opening  of  the  Conference  session. 

9.  All  examinations  shall  be  taken  in  the  presence  of 
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a  member  of  the  Conference  whenever  possible,  who  shall 
certify  to  the  fact. 

10.  A  fee  of  50  cens  each  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
chairman  by  each  undergraduate  to  defray  incidental  ex- 
penses, the  same  to  be  sent  with  the  request  for  questions. 

11.  All  candidates  shall  place  in  the  hands  of  the 
proper  examiner  a  certificate  specially  designating  what 
books  he  has  read,  under  ''Books  to  be  Read."

Resolution  Presented  to  the  Joint  Session  of  the  Idaho 
Annual  Conference  and  the  Idaho  Lay 
Electoral  Conference. 

Whereas,  The  State  of  Idaho,  in  its  growth  and  de- 
velopment is  making  such  large  and  rapid  strides,  and  its 
almost  unlimited  and  diversified  possibilities  are  so  mani- 
fest, and  what  may  be  said  of  Idaho  is  true,  in  large 
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measure,  of  the  states  surrounding  her,  we  call  attention 
to  the  following  facts.  The  possibilities  and  extent  of  our 
irrigable  and  dry  farming  lands,  the  progress,  prospects, 
and  certainties  of  railroad  development  within  our 
borders;  the  present  and  probable  future  of  our  mining, 
stock  raising  and  lumber  industries;  the  development  of 
electrical  power  and  its  adaptability  to  incoming  manu- 
facturies;  the  more  than  one  hundred  per  cent  increase  in 
Idaho's  population  in  the  last  decade;  and  the  evidence 
that  this  prosperity,  growth  and  development  is  but  in 
its  infancy  and  bound  to  continue ;  and 

Whereas,  the  schools  of  college  grade  in  this  locality 
are  and  will  increasingly  be,  inadequate  to  our  neeeds,  and 
are  widely  separated  and  difficult  of  access  to  our  people, 
and  there  is  a  general  sentiment  in  Southern  Idaho  that 
these  conditions  should  be  remedied,  therefore  we  should 
consider  our  opportunity  and  responsibility  to  provide 
educational  advantages  for  our  children  under  conditions 
that  are  best  calculated,  at  the  same  time,  by  proper  in- 
fluence to  develop  their  spiritual  and  religious  life;  we 
should  also  consider  the  size  of  what  would  be  our  patron- 
izing territory  with  its  present  and  probable  population 
within  the  next  ten  years  and  beyond,  and 

"Whereas,  A.  H.  Eagleson  &  Sons  have  made  an  offer 
of  land  and  property  within  three  miles  of  the  center  of 
Boise,  Idaho,  valued  at  fifty  thousand  dollars  or  more,  to 
be  used  by  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  for  college  or 
university  purposes,  and  since  there  are  other  probable 
locations  and  inducements  in  a  fair  way  to  be  offered, 
therefore  in  view  of  the  needs,  the  possibilities  and  oppor- 
tunities, 

Be  it  Eesolved  by  this  Joint  Session,  That  we  be- 
lieve that  the  time  has  come  when  we  should  place  our- 
selves in  position  to  take  advantage  of  any  suitable  prop- 
osition looking  to  the  establishment  of  an  institution  of 
higher  learning  in  Idaho,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  the  Idaho  Conference, 
and 

That  we  call  for  the  election  of  a  commission  coiit-

posed  of  two  ministers  and  two  laymen  from  each  dis- 
trict of  the  Annual  Conference  who  shall  be  nominated  by 
a  committee  composed  of  Bishop  Smith,  the  District  Sup- 
erintendents, and  four  laymen  selected  by  the  Lay  Elec- 
toral Conference  and  elected  by  joint  session  of  the  two 
conferences,  said  Commission  shall  exercise  the  power, 
perform  the  duties  and  act  within  the  restrictions  herein 
set  forth  and  shall  hold  office  not  exceeding  four  years 
provided  that  the  term  of  office  of  one-fourth  of  the  mem- 
bers shall  expire  each  year. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Commission. 
Their  powers  and  duties  shall  be: 
To  incorporate  themselves  under  the  direction  of  the 
Annual  Conference,  when  deemed  necessary. 

To  elect  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  needful  for 
carrying  on  of  business,  acquiring  property,  and  ad- 
vancing the  interests  of  the  institution. 

All  members  shall  give  their  services  without  salary, 
but  they  may  employ  necessary  assistance  subject  to  the 
restrictions  concerning  the  contracting  of  debts. 

Should  they  deem  it  advisable  to  provide  for  the 
founding  of  such  institution,  they  shall  draw  up  a  con- 
stitution and  set  of  by-laws  in  accordance  with  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Idaho  for  the  competent  control  of  the  in- 
stitution which  shall  be  presented  to  the  next  succeeding 
Aimual  Conference  for  their  action. 

They  shall  have  the  powder  to  receive  money,  to  ac- 
quire property  and  to  enter  into  contracts  for  and  take 
options  on  property  sul)ject  to  the  restrictions  relating  to 
the  contracting  of  debts.  All  properties  shall  be  held  in 
trust  for  the  institution. 

The  Commission  shall  have  power  to  select  a  site  for 
campus  and  buildings  subject  to  the  following  re- 
strictions: 

The  site  shall  not  be  definitely  determined  nor  fin- 
ally decided  without  the  consent  of  the  General  Board  of 
Education  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  or  a  com- 
mittee appointed  by  them,  acting  with  the  resident 
Bishop,  the  President  of  Willamette  University  and  this 
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Commission,  nor  shall  tliey  make  snch  selection  until  in- 
structed to  do  so  by  the  Annual  Conference. 

This  Commission  as  representatives  of  the  Confer- 
ence or  institution,  shall  contract  no  debts  for  which  the 
Conference  will  be  held  liable,  nor  shall  they  incur  any  in- 
debtedness that  will  in  any  way  impair  the  endowment 
fund,  nor  involve  or  incumber  any  part  of  the  campus. 

The  Commission  elected  at  this  Annual  Conference 
shall  have  no  power  to  elect  a  President  of  the  college 
nor  any  instructors  nor  to  open  a  school  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  students  until  authorized  to  do  so  by  action  of  the 
Annual  Conference.  Nor  shall  they  begin  the  erection  of 
any  building  until  property  and  good  pledges  shall  have 
been  secured  to  the  amount  of  at  least  Two  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars,  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  of 
which  shall  be  endowment. 

Be  it  further  Resolved  by  this  Joint  Session  of  the 
Ministerial  and  Lay  Conferences  that  no  encouragement 
whatever  shall  be  given  towards  the  selection  of  any  site 
located  in  wet  territory.  Nor  shall  any  Methodist  Epis- 
copal College  or  University  be  located  within  the  State 
of  Idaho  except  in  dry  territory.

BOISE  DISTRICT. 
G.  W.  Barnes,  District  Superintendent. 

In  presenting  this  my  Fifth  Annual  report  of  the  Boise  District, 
I  wish  first  of  all  to  acknowledge  the  guidance  and  help  of  God  in 
the  work  of  the  district.  Under  His  protecting  care  the  workers  have 
been  mieeting  the  larger  opportunities  which  have  been  presented 
to  them.  Our  borders  have  been  enlarged,  buildings  have  been 
erected,  and  souls  have  been  saved,  and  our  pastors  and  people  have 
been  the  recipients  of  untold  and  un-numbered  blessings;  for  all  of 
which  we  devoutly  thank  Him  who  is  the  Head  of  the  Church. 

I  believe  that  the  reports  of  the  District  Superintendents  will 
fully  justify  the  action  of  Bishop  Smith,  at  our  last  session,  in 
dividing  the  conference  into  three  districts.  These  smaller  districts 
have  made  it  more  difficult,  than  formerly,  for  the  District  Superin- 
tendents to  meet  their  traveling  expens'es  and  live  within  their  means. 
Yet  I  believe  that  without  asking  a  larger  per  cent  from  any  charge, 
than  before,  the  Superintendents  will  receive  as  much  if  not  more 
than  the  average  pastor. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Conference  year  the  Boise  District  had  a 
smaller  number  of  charges  than  any  district  in  the  Conference. 
Twenty-five  in  all,  eight  of  which  had  appeared  in  the  Conference 
minutes  of  1909,  as  belonging  to  the  La  Grande  District  (Roseberry 
and  Thunder  City  have  been  counted  as  two  charges  but  have  been 
served  by  the  same  pastor  for  the  last  two  years.  I  have  spent 
about  two  weeks  on  the  Weiser  Circuit,  but  have,  so  far,  not  been 
able  to  organize  it  into  a  separate  charge.) 

Children  and  Young  People — Almost  without  exception  our  Sun- 
day Schools  have  increased  in  numbers  and  efficiency.  We  are  ad- 
vising all  our  schools  to  adopt  the  graded  series  of  lesson  helps; 
and  in  the  many  schools  in  my  district  where  this  has  been  done  I 
have  yet  to  hear  of  a  single  instance  where  it  has  not  been  to  the 
profit  of  the  school.  We  have  a  few  Union  Sunday  Schools  where 
our  pastors  serve  the  p^eople.  It  would  be  better  if  every  Union 
school  could  be  made  denominational  and  the  denomination  be  made 
responsible  for  furnishing  them  preaching  services.  Much  effort  that 
is  now  barren  of  results  could  be  made  fruit  bearing  if  the  people 
would  insist  on  the  above  method  of  procedure.  A  few  of  our 
Sunday  Schools  are  getting  a  part  of  their  literature  from  other  pub- 
lishing houses  than  our  own.  I  have  everywhere  advised  against 
this  for  I  believe  there  is  none  better  than  the  publications  of 
our  own  Book  Concern.  Nearly  all  of  our  schools  are  reported  as 
being  organized  into  Missionary  Societies,  and  as  taking  a  monthly 
collection  for  that  cause.  Only  a  few  of  them  are  organized  into 
Temperance  Societies.  Most  of  the  schools  have  observed  the  Spe- 
cial Days  with  appropriate  exercises.  Too  many  of  our  churches  are 
delinquent  in  following  the  disciplinary  provisions  for  the  instruction 
of  children,  by  the  formation  of  special  classes.  I  believe  that  the 
Junior  League  course  of  study  systematically  followed  will  answer 
the  requirements  of  the  Discipline,  if  used  in  connection  with  the 
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other  agencies  that  are  already  at  work.  But  we  have  few  efficient 
Junior  Leagues.  There  is  a  responsibility  here  that  rests  upon  both 
the  pastors  and  the  parents  of  children. 

As  to  our  Epworth  Leagues,  we  do  not  wish  to  speak  in  terms 
of  blame  only,  nor  would  we  indulge  in  fulsome  praise.  A  fair  esti- 
mate of  this  young  people's  organization  compels  us  to  say,  that 
there  are  only  a  few  of  our  Leagues  that  are  getting  what  they  might 
out  of  this  organization.  Our  young  people  have  not  seen  the  large- 
ness of  their  opportunity,  or  else  have  failed  to  livie  up  to  their  privi- 
lege. Who's  is  the  duty  to  give  them  the  vision  I  leave  to  be  an- 
swered by  the  pastors.  There  are  fully  half  of  our  charges  that 
have  no  League  at  all.  Most  of  the  Leagues  that  are  in  working 
order,  have  had  either  mission  or  Bible  study  classes  or  both  during 
the  year.  We  are  holding  our  District  Convention  early  in  the  fall 
rather  than  in  the  spring.  Whether  this  change  is  for  the  better  or 
not  is  yet  to  be  seen.  Our  business  as  pastors  is  to  make  the  best 
type  of  Christian  men  and  women.  One  of  our  opportunities  is  in 
the  Epworth  League. 

Pastors  and  Charges. 

Within  the  bounds  of  my  district  there  are  sixteen  effective 
members  of  the  Conference,  one  Superannuate,  four  Supernumerary 
and  ten  men  working  as  supply.  These  men  with  their  wives  have 
given  loyal,  devoted  and  self-sacrificing  service  to  the  church.  And 
where  conditions  justified  have  given  their  'entire  time  to  the  work. 
I  insert  this  last  sentence  because  some  of  these  brethren  on  account 
of  the  smalhiess  of  the  compensation  received  from  the  people,  and 
the  inadequacy  of  the  Missionary  Society  to  supply  their  needs,  have 
felt  the  force  of  that  statement  of  Paul's  in  First  Timothy,  "But  if 
any  provide  not  for  his  own,  and  especially  those  of  his  own  hous^e, 
he  hath  denied  the  faith,  and  is  worse  than  an  infidel."  Some  of 
these  men  have  been  obliged  to  turn  asid'e  from  the  pastoral  work 
of  the  ministry  and  devote  a  considerable  portion  of  their  time,  dur- 
ing the  week,  to  secular  lemployment.  This  is  not  our  ideal,  but  under 
the  existing  conditions  is  the  best  that  we  can  do.  Our  difficulty  as 
District  Superintendents  is  not  in  finding  men  for  the  charges  that 
will  pay  a  reasonable  support,  but  in  finding  charges  for  tbe  men. 
As  evidence  of  this  I  have  in  my  possession  more  than  thirty  appli- 
cations that  have  been  received  within  the  last  three  months. 

In  supplying  these  charges,  that  were  left  without  pastors  at 
the  last  session  of  our  Conference,  and  in  filling  the  places  vacated 
by  unforseen  circumstances,  we  have  had  numerous  changes;  how- 
ever, with  few  ^exceptions,  the  services  on  all  charges  have  been  con- 
tinuous and  effective.  We  are  now  employing  the  following  named 
brethren  who  were  not  on  the  list  of  appointees  at  the  close  of  our 
last  session  of  conference:  M.  L.  Bullock.  S.  E.  Yaggy,  P.  T.  Gra- 
ham, G.  E.  Mangun,  L  .F.  Vernon,  A.  H.  Soward,  A.  H.  Hays,  J. 
W.  Sifton,  A.  F.  Kline. 

Some  of  our  pastors  have  been  temporarily  incapacitated  by  sick- 
ness or  accident,  and  in  one  or  two  cases  were  obliged  to  give  up 
their  work,  for  a  short  time,  on  account  of  nearness  to  nervous 
breakdown.  In  the  early  spring  "That  reaper  whose  name  is  death" 
gathered  one  of  the  flowers  from  our  parsonage  home  at  Sweet,  Idaho. 
Joseph,  the  infant  son  of  our  Brother  and  Sister  Chamberlain,  after 
a  very  brief  illness  with  acute  pneumonia,  was  given  into  the  keeping 
of  Him  who  said  "Suffer  the  little  ones  to  come  unto  me,"  and  taking 
them  in  his  arms  he  carries  them  in  his  bosom. 
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Most  of  the  charges  have  held  revival  meetings  with  varying 
degrees  of  success.  The  statistics  for  this  year  will  show  a  subtan- 
tial  gain  in  memberhip  on  most  of  the  charges.  There  is  such  a 
diffference  in  the  opportunities  for  advance  in  some  charges  as  com- 
pared with  others,  that  it  is  not  always  fair  to  estimate  a  man's 
success  by  visible  resu'ts.  The  highest  success  is  for  that  man  who 
creates  opportunities  where  there  seems  to  be  none,  and  surmounting 
evident  obstacles,  always  leaves  the  charge  of  which  he  is  pastor  in 
better  condition  than  h:  found  it.  If  the  community  has  increased 
in  population,  and  the  mater  ial  conditions  are  no  worse,  then  barring 
providential  interferences,  very  charge  should  be  better  at  the  close 
of  the  year  than  at  the  bej:inning. 

Every  conference  year  on  the  Boise  District  is  a  great  church 
building  year,  and  this  is  no  exception.  Five  new  churches  have  been 
completed  on  the  district  this  year  and  two  others  have  subscrip- 
tions taken  to  help  in  their  construction,  one  of  which  is  now  in 
process  of  building.  In  addition  to  this  there  are  at  least  eleven 
other  congregations  where  the  work  would  be  great'.y  helped  if  the 
pieople  had  a  church.  The  new  churches  are  Boise  Trinity,  Boise 
Immaunel,  Mountainhome,  Hagerman,  and  this  splendid  church 
here  at  Caldwell.  The  ag;j;regate  value  of  these  five  churches,  con- 
servatively estimated,  is  $68,000.00.  The  energy,  self  sacrifice,  per- 
sistency, courage  and  heroism,  which  it  has  taken  on  the  part  of 
both  pastors  and  people,  to  accomplish  all  this,  can  never  be  written 
down  in  ink.  The  churches  for  which  subscriptions  have  been  secured 
are  to  be  located  at  Council  and  App'e  Valley.  At  both  of  these 
places  we  have  incorporated  a  Board  of  Trustees  and  secured  ground 
for  church  purposes.  The  pastors,  Brother  Baker  at  Council,  and 
Brother  Soward  at  Apple  Valley,  have  worked  faithfully  throughout 
the  year  with  poorer  financial  support  than  any  other  men  on  the 
Boise  District. 

The  woman's  organizations  within  the  District  have  done  a  work 
that  is  very  highly  commendable.  Both  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
societies  have  increased  in  the  number  of  their  organizations  and 
in  membership.  Some  of  them  in  both  the  Home  and  Foreign  So- 
ciety have  done  exceptionally  well.  Among  this  number  are  the  so- 
cieties at  Boise,  and  especia'ly  the  society  of  this  splendid  church 
here  at  Caldwell;  with  a  burden  upon  the  local  church  unprecedented 
in  their  history,  they  have  raised  a  larger  amount  than  ever  before 
for  The  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

If  the  Ladies'  Aid  Societies  should  drop  out  of  existence  in  our 
church  there  would  be  a  deep  and  heart-felt  sorrow  in  all  our  borders, 
and  a  vacancy  that  would  of  necessity  have  to  be  filled.  They  are 
the  reinforcements  that  have  saved  the  day  when  the  battle  was  on, 
in  the  establishment  of  new  work,  and  in  the  forward  movement  of 
almost  every  new  enterprise.  Their  courage,  faith,  zeal  and  perse- 
verenoe  are  irresistable.    God  bless  the  Ladies'  Aid  Societies. 

The  Methodist  pastors  of  the  Boise  District  are  good  men,  work- 
ing very  close  to  the  limit  of  their  powers,  and  faithfully  performing 
the  work  given  them  to  do.  The  wives  of  these  men  are  no  less 
heroic  and  stand  with  their  husbands,  sharing  alike  with  them  the 
labors  and  sacrifices  which  fall  to  the  lot  of  an  itinerant  Methodist 
preacher.  And  with  them,  rejoicing  in  it  all,  "We  look  for  a  new 
heaven  and  a  new  earth  wherein  dwellith  righteousness." 
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LA  GRANDE  DISTRICT. 
G.  G.  Haley,  District  Superintendent. 

The  La  Grande  District  is  as  large  as  the  state  of  Ohio.  It  '.ex- 
tends from  Paradise  on  the  north,  to  Hell-gate  on  the  south,  and 
from  Jordan  Va'ley  on  the  east,  to  Murderer's  Creek  on  the  west. 
The  superintendent  must  visit,  among  othv.r  places,  such  places  as 
Cow  Valley,  Blitzen,  Stinking  River,  Greeniiorn,  Bully  Creek,  Mos- 
quito Dell,  Rattlesnake  Creek,  Utopia,  etc.  ^'ne  may  stand  in  the 
northwest  corner  of  the  district  and  behold  the  Seven  Devils  (moun- 
tains), Horse-heaven  and  the  Promise  Land.  Strange  as  it  may  sound, 
the  town  of  Paradise  is  just  nine  miles  from  Hell  (canyon.) 

Another  year  has  glided  swiftly  by  and  we  are  now  calkd  upon 
to  briefly  review  the  work  on  the  District.  At  the  close  of  the  last 
Conference,  twenty-eight  charges  wiere  committed  to  our  supervision. 
We  now  report  thirty-two.  This  has  been  a  year  of  intense  activity 
on  the  La  Grande  District.  Revival  fires  have  burned  brightly  all 
over  the  District,  every  pastor  but  three  having  had  special  meetings. 
The  result  is  that  most  of  the  churches  are  in  splendid  condition. 
Over  six  hundred  conversions  or  reclamations  have  been  reported 
to  date  (Aug.  1,)  nearly  all  of  which  have  been  received  into  full 
membership.  Many  faithful  Christians  have  entered  into  a  richer 
experience. 

District  Gatherings. 

One  of  the  best  attended  and  most  interesting  sessions  of  the 
District  Conference  was  held  at  Ontario,  March  28th  to  30th.  From 
the  opening  hymn  to  the  closing  benediction  there  was  not  an  unin- 
teresting moment.  We  w^ere  signally  honored  by  the  presence  and 
inspiring  addresses  of  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Fyke  and  Dr.  Fletcher  Homan. 

The  District  Epworth  League  Convention,  he'd  in  Union,  Oregon, 
June  8th  to  11th,  was  pronounced  by  all  present  the  best  ever  held 
in  the  District.  Every  chapter  was  represented  except  two.  In  at- 
testation of  ability,  John  H.  Rudd  was  re-elected  president.  Under 
his  energetic  leadership,  the  chapters  all  over  the  District  have  had 
a  phenomenal  growth. 

Sunday  Schools. 

Our  Sunday  Schoo's  have  grown  in  number  and  in  efficiency. 
Bro.  R.  D.  Osterhout,  our  Sunday  School  Missonary  has  been  faith- 
ful in  organizing  and  strengthening  the  Sunday  Schools.  We  think 
he  is  the  right  man  in  the  right  place. 

Ministerial  Support. 

It  is  a  se'f-evident  fact  that  our  ministry  is  too  poorly  paid,  when 
compared  with  other  professions  and  w^e  rejoice  that  the  laymen  are 
awakening  to  this  fact.  We  found  that  it  required  but  little  exhor- 
tation this  year,  on  the  part  of  the  District  Supcrinendent,  for  the 
Stewards  and  estimating  committees  to  advance  the  pastor's  salaries, 
exclusive  of  house  rent,  a  total  of  $5900.  We  understand  there  is  only 
one  other  district  in  Methodism,  making  such  and  advance  this  year — 
namely  the  Los  Angel.es,  which  advanced  $6000. 

Changes. 

Six  charges  were  left  "to  be  supplied,"  last  Conference.  Within 
two  weeks,  we  were  fortunate  in  s.ecuring  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Lee,  a  local 
preacher  of  Portland,  for  Huntington.  A  few  weeks  thereafter,  the 
Rev.  F.  J.  Bradley,  a  former  member  of  this  Conference,  was  ap- 
pointed to  Owyhee.    During  the  second  quarter,  the  Rev.  C.  W. 
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Stevens  was  appointed  to  North  Powder  and  the  Rev.  W  .C.  Shippen, 
an  octogenarian  trail-blazer,  of  the  Montana  Conference,  was  ap- 
pointed to  supply  Long  Creek  and  Daville  charges.  Without  excep- 
tion, these  men  have  proven  themselves  to  be  "workmen  that 
needeth  not  to  be  ashamed." 

Health. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  in  the  parsonages  and  but  little  illness. 
Since  the  above  was  written,  the  saintly  pastor  of  Owyhee  Methodist 
Episcopal  church  has  been  called  to  his  reward,  age  81  years,  7 
months  and  18  days.  He  fell  asleep  in  Jesus,  August  11,  1911. 
Recently,  Bro.  C.  W.  Stevens,  our  pastor  at  North  Powder,  was 
operated  upon  for  the  removal  of  cancer  of  the  face.  The  operation 
wa  entirely  successful.  During  the  month  of  May,  Sister  Whitlock, 
wife  of  our  pastor  at  Imbler,  was  stricken  with  appendicitis  and 
hurried  to  the  hospital  at  La  Grande,  where  she  was  operated  upon. 
She  has  fully  recovered. 

Ladies'  Aid  Societies. 

The  Ladies'  Aid  Societies  throughout  the  District  have  been  very 
active.  In  many  instances,  they  have  furnished  the  wherewithal  for 
much  needed  repairs  and  improvements.  The  total  amount  raised  by 
the  Ladies'  Aid  Socieites  of  the  District  this  Conference  year  is 
$3175.    God  bless  the  faithful  Ladies'  Aid  Socieites. 

In  Detail. 

Joseph,  which  so  splendidly  entertained  the  Conference  one  year 
ago,  has  been  under  the  faithful  leadership  of  C.  E.  Deal.  He  has 
wrought  well,  but  because  of  the  burden  of  debt  incurred  in  building 
the  beautiful  new  church,  last  year,  and  other  heavy  expenses,  resting 
so  heavily  on  the  membership,  the  pastor's  salary  has  greatly  suf- 
fered. Bro.  Deal  was  assisted  in  two  series  of  special  meetings,  by 
L.  C.  Elliott,  our  District  Evangelist,  and  Dan  Shannon.  These 
resulted  in  great  good  to  the  church.  Joseph  has  the  most  active 
Methodist  Brotherhood  in  the  District. 

Enterprise  is  the  county  seat  of  Wallowa  county.  Here  the 
scholarly  B.  F.  Meredith  is  pastor.  He  is  deservedly  popular.  During 
the  winter,  the  church  enjoyed  a  spiritual  uplift,  as  a  result  of  a  series 
of  spiecial  meetings,  in  which  the  pastor  was  assisted  by  C.  E.  Deal 
and  Thos.  Johns,  neighboring  pastors.  Recently  the  church  was 
overhauled,  painted  inside  and  out,  repapered  and  a  fine  new  gallery 
and  primary  room  added  to  the  church.  This  church  has  one  of  the 
most  active  Ladies'  Aid  Societies  in  the  District. 

Wallowa  is  a  beautiful  town  near  the  lower  end  of  the  Wallowa 
valley.  It  is  growing  rapidly,  but  our  church  is  keeping  ahead  of 
the  growth  of  the  town.  Thos.  Johns  is  greatly  beloved  by  his  people 
who  unanimously  ask  for  his  return.  Early  in  the  year,  under  the 
able  leadership  of  the  pastor,  the  church  was  raised  and  a  full  story 
basement  was  put  under  and  other  improvements  made.  This  church 
is  one  of  the  most  conventient  plants  in  the  District.  All  benevo- 
lences are  in  full. 

Flora  is  reached  by  stage,  35  miles  north  from  Wallowa.  This 
circuit  consists  of  three  points,  Flora,  Waverly  and  Paradise.  W.  S. 
Miller,  throughout  this  the  first  year  of  his  ministry,  has  done  well 
indeed.  He  has  the  honor  of  building  a  church  in  Paradise,  which 
will  be  completed  early  this  fall.  About  the  middle  of  the  year  the 
pastor  was  assisted  in  special  meetings  by  Thos.  Johns  and  Wm.  E. 
Whitlock,  brother  pastors.    A  number  were  convented  and  the  church 
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greatly  quickened.  The  Epworth  League  at  Flora  has  had  a  phe- 
nominal  growth  this  year.  Returning  to  Wallowa  and  taking  stage 
in  another  direction  for  25  miles  we  reach  Promise  Land. 

Promise,  which  is  presided  over  by  J.  G.  Potter,  is  in  the  heart 
of  a  great  belt  of  forest,  which  is  but  beginning  to  feel  the  axe.  The 
Palmer  Lumber  Company  and  other  great  lumber  companies  are 
buying  up  all  the  land  around  Promise  and  hence  the  people  are 
moving  away.  W'C  now  have  only  a  very  few  members  left  on  the 
entire  circuit.     Bro.  Potter  has  done  what  he  could. 

Elgin  was  for  a  long  time  the  terminus  of  the  branch  railroad 
out  of  La  Grande.  It  is  just  recovering  from  the  effects  of  the  ex- 
tension of  the  road  to  Joseph.  The  officials  of  our  church  requested 
that  a  pastor  be  not  sent  to  them,  last  Conference,  but  the  cabinet 
planned  more  wisely  and  sent  C.  E.  Trueblood.  He  has  proven  just 
the  man  for  the  place.  Early  in  the  year  the  church  joined  in  a 
union  revival  campaign,  under  the  leadership  of  Evangelist  Geo.  W. 
Taylor  of  Los  Angeles.  A  large  number  were  converted  and  our 
church  took  on  n^ew  life. 

Imbler  was  discouraged,  because  it  had  been  cut  off  of  the 
SummerviTe  circuit,  but  under  the  diplomatic  pastor,  W.  E.  Whit- 
lock,  it  has  learned  to  stand  alone.  Late  in  the  spring,  the  pastor 
was  assisted  in  special  meetings,  by  Bro.  Hatfield,  the  "Hoosier 
Evangelist," 

Summerville,  four  miles  off  the  railroad  from  Imbler,  has  had  a 
prosperous  year.  The  indomitable  H.  P.  Peterson,  pastor,  always 
looking  for  new  fields  to  conquer,  has  taken  up  several  outside  ap- 
pointments and  the  charge  has  been  greatly  strengthened  thereby. 
He  has  the  real  missionary  spirit.  We  fear  however,  he  has  over- 
worked. 

Alicel  in  the  heart  of  the  Grande  Ronde  grain  belt,  has  had  the 
usual  ups  and  downs  of  a  union  church.  The  Epworth  League,  the 
only  distinctively  Methodist  organization  connected  with  the  church, 
is  one  of  the  best  on  the  District.  The  pastor,  H.  S.  Hamilton,  has 
kept  his  young  people  busy  along  right  lines.  His  return  is  unani- 
mously requested. 

La  Grande,  the  head  of  the  District,  is  under  the  able  leadership 
of  the  inimitable  Dr.  J.  D.  GiUilan.  After  six  strenuous  years  on  the 
District,  he  quickly  adjusted  himself  to  the  demands  of  this  im- 
portant church.  Everv  department  has  felt  the  touch  of  his  strong 
personality.  The  La  Grande  Laddies'  Aid  Society  has  raised  for  all 
purposes  $464,  during  the  year.  The  needs  of  Island  City,  Ladd  Can- 
yon and  Hilgard  are  such  as  to  necesitate  the  creation  of  another 
charge  to  be  known  as  the  Island  City  circuit. 

Cove  is  a  beautiful  little  town,  nestling  among  the  foot-hills, 
surrounded  with  rich  orchards.  Early  in  the  year,  the  pastor,  assist- 
ed by  Evangelist  Elliott,  conducted  a  series  of  special  meetings,  in 
which  a  large  number  of  young  people  were  converted. 

Union  has  had  a  year  of  steady,  healthy  growth.  During  the 
winter  the  pastor,  W.  A.  Winters,  was  assisted  in  special  meetings 
by  Evangelist  Geo.  W.  Taylor,  with  fair  results. 

North  Powder  is  one  of  the  hardest  fields  to  serve  in  the  Dis- 
trict. It  was  left  "to  be  supplied"  last  Conference,  and  when  Bro.  C. 
W.  Stevents,  the  supply  pastor  arrived  on  the  field,  he  found  the  in- 
difference to  he  church  was  simply  appalling.  He  was  his  own 
evangelist,  in  a  serines  of  special  meetings,  extending  over  five  weeks, 
with  no  tangible  results.    However  the  earnest  sermons  and  self- 
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sacrificing  life  of  brother  Stevens  will  not  soon  be  forgotten  in 
North  Powder. 

Haines  has  the  genial  J.  M.  Dressier  as  pastor.  The  church  has 
advanced  along  all  lines.  At  Rock  Creek,  the  outlying  appointment, 
$900  has  been  subscribed  for  building  a  new  church.  This  will  be 
finished  before  winter.  The  church  has  been  repapered  and  repainted, 
at  Haines,  at  an  outlay  of  $109. 

Baker  church  has  had  the  best  year  in  its  history.  D.  C.  McColm 
and  wife  are  greatly  beloved.  Over  $440  has  been  expended  in  im- 
provements. The  finances  are  in  splendid  condition,  and  the  spiritual 
life  is  at  high  tide. 

Prairie  City  is  at  the  southern  terminus  of  the  Sumpter  Valley 
railroad,  83  miles  from  Baker.  Here  Edwin  Deacon  is  monarch  of  all 
he  surveys.  He  and  his  bicycle  are  familiar  objects  in  this  part  of 
the  John  Day  valley,  along  the  roads  radiating  from  Prairie  City. 
The  Prairie  Sunday  School  has  the  largest  Home  Department  in  the 
District,  with  an  enrollment  of  over  60.  The  church  has  been  re- 
paoeried  and  repainted  and  all  is  paid  for.  Sixteen  miles  down  the 
John  Day  valley  is  the  town  of 

John  Day,  guardian  of  the  mouth  of  Canyon  Creek.  Two  miles 
up  the  creek  is  the  historic  mining  camp  of  Canyon  City.  This  was 
once  a  camp  of  eight  or  nine  thousand  souls,  leading  charge  in  the 
Idaho  Conference.  When  Boise  paid  its  pastor  $450,  Canyon  City 
paid  $1800  and  parsonage.  Joaquin  Miller,  the  poet  of  the  Sierras, 
was  county  judge.  His  old  house  still  stands  in  Murderer's  Gulch. 
A  few  years  prior  to  that  time,  a  party  of  immigrants  while  making 
camp  in  Northern  California,  unfastened  from  the  rear  axle,  where 
it  had  been  hanging,  a  tiny  blue  bucket,  with  which  the  children 
played  in  camp,  and  lo!  it  was  nearly  full  of  shiny  gold  nuggets. 
As  near  as  the  children  remembered,  the  last  time  they  played  with 
the  bucket  was  in  camp  on  Canyon  Creek.  They  retraced  their  steps, 
and  to  this  day  men  and  women  have  suffered  and  died,  by  the 
hundreds,  trying  to  find  the  Blue  Bucket  mother-lode.  Over  30 
milliions  of  dollars  in  gold  have  been  taken  from  these  old  placer 
diggings,  and  though  but  little  is  left  of  the  old  camp,  yet  today,  one 
may  see  the  giant  nozzles  tearing  away  the  mountainsides.  Rev.  H. 
S.  Hansen  serves  Canyon  City  and  John  Day,  and  the  last  quarter, 
he  has  also  served  Dayville  circuit.  Thirty-five  miles  over  the  moun- 
tains northward  is  the  picturesque  town  of  Long  Creek  where  F.  J. 
Bradley  is  doing  yoeman-like  work,  weilding  the  hammer  and  saw 
on  the  new  church,  on  week  days,  and  preaching  on  Sundays.  He 
expects  to  have  the  church  ready  for  dedication  shortly  after  Con- 
ference. Bro.  Bradley  served  the  Owyhee  charge  the  greater  part  of 
the  year  and  Brother  Shipp'en  served  Long  Creek,  doing  splendid  work 
getting  all  things  ready  for  the  building  of  the  new  church,  but 
recently  an  exchange  was  made,  as  a  good  carpenter  was  needed  to 
build  the  church  in  Long  Creek. 

Huntington  has  been  singularly  fortunate  this  year,  in  having  such 
a  tireless  worker,  as  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Lee  as  pastor.  Brother  Lee  ar- 
rived shortly  after  Conference  and  immediately  set  to  work  with 
hammer  and  saw,  building  a  neat  little  parsonage,  and  within  ten 
weeks  after  Conference,  it  dawned  upon  the  members  and  friends 
of  the  church,  that  Bro.  Lee  had  in  mind  the  sentiment,  that  "it  is  not 
good  for  man  to  live  alone,"  for  he  soon  brought  a  bride  into  tlie 
new  parsonage.  This  church  has  taken  on  new  life.  Every  depart- 
ment shows  the  magical  touch  of  this  zealous  man  of  God.    He  has 
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the  most  active  Junior  League  in  the  District.  It  has  put  a  fence 
around  the  church  and  parsonage  property. 

Ontario  has  had  a  great  year.  Under  the  able  leadership  of  J. 
W.  Miller,  the  charge  takes  its  place  in  the  front  rank  as  one  of  the 
three  leading  charges  in  the  District.  Early  in  the  year,  our  church 
joined  with  the  other  churches  of  the  city,  in  a  union  revival  campaign 
under  the  lead^ership  of  Evangelist  Taylor.  As  a  result  over  125 
united  with  our  church.  The  audiences  now  tax  the  capacity  of  the 
church,  which  must  be  enlarged  at  once. 

Vale  has  had  the  scholarly  H.  E.  McLcod  as  pastor.  He  has  been 
abundant  in  labors,  serving  Brogan,  Jamison  and  Westfall.  There 
has  been  a  good  gain  in  membership. 

Owyhee  has  had  a  fair  year.  Rev.  F.  J.  Bradley  faithfully  served 
this  charge  three-fourths  of  the  year  and  was  then  transferred  to 
Long  Creek  in  exchange  for  Rev.  W.  C.  Shippen.  Bro.  Shippen  has 
wrought  well. 

Nyssa  has  been  served  this  year  by  Rev.  Homer  E.  Bush,  who 
came  to  us  immediately  after  last  conference,  from  Michigan.  He 
has  had  a  splendid  year.  He  and  his  good  wife  are  deservedly  popu- 
lar, and  the  people  have  unanimously  asked  for  their  return  for 
another  year.  Bro.  Bush  has  recently  been  honored  by  being  elected 
secretary  of  the  Commercial  club. 

OPPORTUNITIES. 

Again  and  again,  over  this  vast  District,  I  have  stood  face  to  face 
with  golden  opportunities  for  opening  up  new  work,  in  territory  never 
before  entered  by  any  denomination,  but  my  hands  have  been  tied 
for  lack  of  missionary  money.  I  could  use  $1000  in  a  half  dozen 
places  that  would  become  self-supporting  in  less  than  five  years,  so 
rapidly  is  the  country  growing.  Two  great  railroads  are  pushing 
into  the  interior  of  Malheur  and  Harney  counties  and  I  am  determined 
that  Methodism  shall  ride  in  on  the  pilot  of  the  first  engine,  and  in 
many  instances  in  advance  of  the  grading  gangs. 

Conclusion. 

Save  for  the  separation  from  my  family,  the  year  has  been  a 
delightful  one.  I  have  traveled  9860  miles,  over  2000  of  which  have 
been  by  stage  or  private  conveyance.  I  have  held  every  Quarterly  Con- 
ference, and  never  missed  an  appointmnt.  Have  enjoyed  the  best 
of  health  and  have  gained  19  pounds  in  weight.  I  wish  here  to  record 
my  appreciation  of  the  many  kindnesses  received  at  the  hands  of 
such  a  self-sacrificing  band  of  men  and  women  as  are  found  in  our 
parsonages  and  among  the  church  officials.  The  successes  of  the 
year  cannot  be  tabulated.  Some  of  the  brethren  have  toiled  faith- 
fully and  well,  though  their  expectations  have  not  ben  realized.  We 
leave  all  our  efforts  with  Him  who  makes  the  most  of  the  humblest 
service  rendered  in  His  name.

Mister  President  and  Brethren  of  the  Idaho  Annual  Conference: 

I  come  making  my  bow  as  your  fellow  worker  representing  the 
Pocatello  District,  a  creation  of  the  Cabinet  of  the  Conference  of 
1910.  Pocatello,  aptly  called  the  "Gate  City,"  has  not  been  my  home, 
save  for  a  few  weeks.  Indeed  one  place  has  claimed  me  hardly  more 
than  another.  I  have  traveled  about  fifteen  thousand  miles,  one  thous- 
and of  which  has  been  by  stage  or  private  conveyances;  and  spent 
more  than  two  hundred  nights  in  strange  beds.  Considering  the 
short  time  spent  at  home,  I  trust  you  wi'.l  not  blame  an  inexperienced 
District  Superintendent  if  he  walked  about  saying,  "Home,  Sweet 
Home." 

Homes. — During  this  year  we  have  been  as  guest  in  more  Meth- 
odist homes  than  in  any  year  and  perhaps  all  years  of  our  ministerial 
life.  These  Methodist  homes!  Places  of  true  hospitality!  Many  of 
ideally  Christian!  I  mention  especially  our  parsonage  homes.  The 
little  housewife,  a  real  help-mate  to  her  preacher  husband;  careful 
of  necessity,  willing  to  go  or  stay — in  one  case,  emprasizing  the  go 
with  a  merry  twinkle  of  the  eye;  she  said,  "We  have  a  good  ward- 
robe, it  will  be  new  if  we  go."  The  joy  of  the  home  is  seen  in  the 
bright,  happy  children,  whom  God  has  sent.  Indeed  there  is  but 
one  childless  home  on  this  District  and  in  that  case  "An  angel  voice 
wakened  the  little  boy"  of  a  few  months  and  none  was  sent  to  fill 
its  place  in  the  hearts  and  hom'e. 

Helen  Chaney,  Elizabeth  Woodhull,  Wallace  Piaker  and  Baby 
Minney  (a  boy),  all  born  this  Conference  year  and  since  Conference 
closed,  Margaret  Elmira  Andrews  and  baby  Harper,  will  compare 
favorably  with  the  noted  James  of  Idaho  Falls  or  famous  John  of 
Blackfoot,  whose  praises  were  sung  a  year  ago. 

Shadows. — It  appears  to  be  the  lot  of  mankind,  that  in  the  home 
where  joy  is,  shadows  must  come.  Early  in  this  Conference  year,  on 
Dec.  14,  I  went  to  Shelley  where  our  Brother  M.  B.  Osmond,  a  supply 
from  the  North  Dakota  Conference,  with  his  little  daughter  sat  wife- 
less and  motherless.  Never  robust,  but  considered  better  than  for 
some  time,  Mrs.  Osmond  was  suddenly  called  home.  Dr.  G.  L.  Powell, 
a  former  pastor  of  Sister  Osmond,  was  able  to  be  present  and  preach 
a  most  comforting  sermon.

urged  the  sale  of  church  property,  giving  as  reason  therefore,  first 
the  liquidation  of  an  cmbarassing  mortgage  for  which  the  Trustees 
were  held;  second,  the  preparing  of  the  way  for  the  building  of  a 
church  on  a  lot  beside  the  parsonage  (already  held  bv  contract)  in  a 
better  location.  This  was  agreed  to  with  some  modifications-  the 
property  was  sold,  the  debt  was  discharged.  However,  subsequent 
experience  and  knowledge  leads  me  to  doubt  the  wisdom  of  the  move. 

Gooding.-.This  is  our  extrenie  western  point.  Brother  S  T 
Chaney  has  a  hold  on  the  town.    He  was  assisted  in  special  meetings 
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by  Brother  Guy  Phelps,  and  souls  were  saved.  In  fact  frequently 
during  the  year,  at  the  regular  services,  men  sought  and  found  the 
Lord. 

Jerome,  Shoshone,  Rupert,  Heyburn,  Burley,  Montpelier,  Kim- 
berly,  Filer  and  Buhl  have  been  doing  routine  work.  Several  of 
these  charges  have  had  revival  services,  and  some  were  aided  by 
evangelists  from  abroad. 

Milner  Circuit — is  being  served  by  Charles  R.  Harper,  a  supply. 
He  lives  at  Murtaugh,  where  I  assisted  him  in  getting  a  comfortable 
parsonage  built. 

Aberdeen  Circuit. — This  place  was  supplied  for  a  time  by  R.  E. 
Brown  of  Kansas,  who  did  no  work  of  value.  We  are  indebted  to 
our  S.  S.  Missionary  R.  D.  Osterhout  for  real  work.  Brother  Oster- 
hout  held  a  series  of  meetings,  organized  a  c'ass  of  23  members,  also 
a  Sunday  School.  He  directed  in  the  partial  building  of  a  four-room 
parsonage.  For  some  time  we  were  without  a  man  for  this  work. 
Brother  Phelps,  who  had  been  assisting  on  the  District  in  special 
meetings  undertook  to  finish  out  the  year.  He  has  gotten  hold  of 
things:  organized  a  class  of  28  at  West  Moreland,  secured  a  subscrip- 
tion of  $700  for  a  church  at  the  latter  point.  This  point  is  25  miles 
distant  from  Aberdeen  and  will  soon  become  the  head  of  a  circuit. 

Blackfoot — has  had  a  good  year  under  Brother  C.  A.  Edwards. 
At  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference  on  this  charge  a  report  from 
the  pastor  covering  four  years  of  work  was  litt'e  short  of  marvelous. 
The  Quarterly  Conference  ask  for  their  pastor's  return. 

St.  Anthony. — S.  A.  Hoffman,  pastor,  has  lost  some  loyal  Meth- 
odists by  removal.  This  greatly  weakens  the  financial  strength. 
However,  Brother  and  Sister  Hoffman  enlist  the  efforts  of  a  fine  lot 
of  young  people. 

Ashton. — This  ooint  has  been  served  by  Mark  White  who  comes 
to  us  from  the  Oklahoma  Conference  and  is  a  valuable  acquisition 
to  our  Idaho  work.  He  held  some  special  meetings,  being  assisted  by 
the  Superintendent. 

Albion. — Albion  is  headquarters  for  our  State  Normal.  The 
church  has  been  served  by  J.  Edgar  Baker,  who  sees  his  ODportunity 
and  takes  advantage  of  it.  He  is  making  good.  Brother  Baker  will 
transfer  in  from  the  N.  W.  Neb.  Conference. 

The  Castleford  country,  west  of  Buhl,  is  looked  after  by  P.  E. 
Bartlett,  a  Supernumerary  member  of  the  Columbia  River  Confer- 
ence. This  very  acceptable  and  well-to-do  brother  serves  for  the 
sheer  joy  of  preaching. 

Junction. — 50  miles  to  the  S.  W.  of  Armstead,  Mont.,  lies  Junc- 
tion, which  is  supp'ied  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  L.  McCutcheon,  a  Su- 
pernumerary Canadian  minister.  Fifty  miles  further  west  R.  L.  L. 
Barnstable,  transfer  frpm  the  Rock  River  Conference,  is  doing  fine 
work  at  Salmon  City. 

Riclifield,  HaiK'v  and  Soldier  liave  been  scr\ed  faithfully  by 
Bri  ithers  W  illiams,  Clark  and  lven(hill.  w  hi  w  i  1  report  the  results 
of  their  labors.  Acequia  Cn-cuit  has  been  supplied  by  Brother  D.  L. 
Andrews.  Our  Brother  expects  to  give  his  full  time  to  the  work  this 
year. 

In  many  of  these  charges  of  which  little  mention  has  been  made, 
there  has  been  heroic  self  denying  effort,  too  often  with  slight  visible 
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results.  The  eye  of  Him  who  s'timbers  not  nor  sleeps  watcheth  over 
Israel.    He  knows  and  cares  for  the  obscure  worker. 

We  have  several  prospective  fields.  The  great  lack  of  missionary 
money  causes  hesitation.  May  the  Church  seize  its  opportunity  in 
this  great  and  rapidly  growing  field! 

Benevolences. — This  feature  of  our  work  may  suffer  some  on  the 
smaller  charges,  because  of  the  financial  stringency.  For  the  most 
part  the  brethren  have  been  faithful,  and  report  the  benevolences  all 
presented  and  in  fu'l. 

Epworth  Leagues. — There  are  eight  Epworth  League  Chapters 
with  311  members.  A  District  Convention  to  be  held  early  in  the 
year  is  being  planned.  This  we  hope  will  create  new  interest  in  our 
League  work. 

Sunday  Schools. — These  organized  by  our  S.  S.  Missionary  and 
others  by  our  pastors  are  an  ever  increasing  list.  They  become  the 
nucleus  of  many  a  preaching  place. 

Woman's  Work.— The  W.  F.  M.  S.  and  W.  H.  M.  S.  are  within  our 
borders.  The  Home  Societies  of  Idaho  Falls  and  Twin  Falls  have 
given  substantial  he'p  in  money  and  supplies  sent  to  parsonage 
homes.  The  Twin  Falls  society  with  characteristic  thoughtfulness 
has  made  one  appreciative  pastor's  wife  a  Life  member  of  the  Society. 

Ladies'  Aid. — As  a  Methodist  preacher  I  have  long  been  cogni- 
zant of  the  worth  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society.  Brethren!  in  traveling 
through  the  bounds  of  the  District  I  am  convinced  that  there  is  too 
much  serving  of  tables.  For  this  I  believe  our  pastors  and  men  are 
responsible.  Recently  at  a  Quarterly  Conference  when  our  good  la- 
dies reported  $950  raised  during  the  year  and  the  pasters  claim  all 
paid  by  them  I  felt  obliged  to  quote: 

In  the  world's  great  field  of  battle, 

In  the  bivouac  of  life, 
See  the  mighty  Christian  soldier, 

Represented  by  his  wife. 

Brethren!  the  women  do  their  part — yes,  ■^o<->  ofren  they  do  more. 
With  an  increased  knowledge,  born  of  experience  and  Christian  fel- 
low,^!: op,  let  us  give  the  men  in  our  churches  a  \ision  nf  the  oppor- 
tunity to  serve  the  Lord  by  giving  of  their  substance,  and  thus  leave 
the  woman  the  strength  and  time  to  devote  "^o  the  social  side  of  the 
Church  Home.  Introduce  the  New  Financial  Plai  aii'l  every  mem- 
ber canvass.  This  will  solve  the  money  pr<)1)K'!n.  Then,  prayer, 
stUvl>  and  pastoral  visitation  among  men  will  alvays  hclj)  the  pastor 
c'lnd  ol'tcvi  interest  and  hold  the  man.

We  note  with  thankful  hearts  the  advance  made  in  the  evange- 
listic fields  this  year  and  feel  that  the  church  is  coming  to  its  own 
in  the  v^^orthy  agency  in  our  growing  Conference.  The  fields  are 
white  everywhere,  unto  a  full  harvest.  May  we  enter  the  field  and 
gather  the  sheaves. 

With  many  still  indifferent  and  no  church  goers,  there  are  still 
new  fields  for  us  to  enter  to  do  effective  service  for  God's  Kingdom. 
W'C  would  have  even  greater  victory  in  the  coming  year  than  we 
have  had  in  the  past.  One  special  field  seems  to  be  open  for  some 
of  the  men.  That  of  street  meeting  or  a  mid-week  night  or  two.  Let 
those  of  our  men,  who  can,  take  up  this  phase  of  work.  We  would 
urge  a  hearty  co-operation  in  the  various  fields  by  the  several 
pastors. 

Auditing  Committee. 

Your  committee  carefully  examined  the  accounts  of  District 
S'uperintendents,  Treasurer,  and  committee  on  equalizaztion  of 
traveling  expenses,  submitted  to  us,  and  found  them  correct. 

Bible  Cause. 

The  work  of  the  American  Bible  Society  is  so  closely  interwoven 
with  the  work  of  the  churches,  and  its  diligence  in  translating  the 
Word,  and  in  planting  it  everywhere,  is  so  helpful  to  all  lines  of 
church  work  in  the  home  land,  and  so  essential  to  our  success  in  the 
foreign  field,  that  there  should  be  a  very  close  fellowship,  and  co- 
operative spirit,  between  the  churches  and  the  Society. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  record  the  fact  that  during  the  past

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We  appreciate  the  opportunity  afforded  us  by  the  Publishing 
Agents  to  see  and  purchase  our  own  and  other  publications  of  the 
religious  press. 

We  also  record  our  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  O.  S.  L.  R.  R. 
for  courtesy  of  rebate  allowed  to  those  attending  our  sessions. 

Whereas,  by  direction  of  the  board  of  bishops,  and  we  believe, 
by  the  Providence  of  God,  we  have  again  been  favored  with  the 
presidency  of  our  own  beloved  Bishop  Charles  W.  Smith,  we  desire 
to  express  our  appreciation  of  your  brotherly,  judicial  and  felicitious 
administration.  Your  message  to  us  yesterday  morning  will  long 
remain  with  us,  the  brethren  returning  to  their  charges  with  renewed 
energies,  as  a  result  of  the  inspiration  afforded  them  at  that  memor- 
able service.  As  a  Conference,  we  extend  to  you,  a  most  cordial 
welcome,  whenever,  in  the  future  we  may  be  favored  with  your  Presi- 
dency. 

Education. 

Methodism  was  born  in  an  educational  atmosphere,  which  has 
descended  to  her  sons. 

Our  board  of  education  has  been  doing  spLendid  work.  Through 
the  University  Senate  our  schools  are  being  brought  to  a  higher 
standard.  Our  Children's  Day  collections  have  been  aiding  more 
than  2000  of  our  young  p^eople  annually.  Nine  such  young  people 
were  aided  in  Willamette  University  last  year  to  an  amount  of  $560. 

Some  day  the  Idaho  Conference  will  have  a  school  of  higher 
education  within  her  borders  but  until  that  day  we  pledge  our  loyal 
support  to  "Old  Willamette"  and  recommend  that  a  collection  be 
made  for  that  institution  in  each  charge. 

The  reports  from  the  officers  of  the  Willamette  University  are 
most  gratifying.  The  scholastic  standards  are  high,  the  spiritual  life 
is  good  and  the  enthusiasm  of  the  student  body  is  of  the  very  best. 
The  attendance  of  the  pasi  year  has  been  good;  that  of  the  coming 
year  promises  to  be  better. 

The  work  of  Vice  President  Eoward  H.  Todd,  has  been  highly 
saisfactory  to  the  trutees  of  the  university,  it  having  resulted  in  the 
securing  of  pledges  for  $23,000  on  the  current  expenses  to  be  paid 
in  five  annual  installments,  besides  having  been  of  material  help 
to  the  campaign  for  endowment. 

Hon.  R.  A.  Booth  made  an  offer  of  $100,000  with  the  provisions 
that  the  present  endowmient  should  be  increased  to  $500,000  and 
that  a  fund  of  $50  000  should  be  provided  for  the  erection  of  a 
building  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  the  early  pioneers.  During 
the  past  year  the  campaign  for  endowment  has  been  given  a  great 
impetus  by  the  offer  of  Mr.  James  G.  Hill  to  give  $50,000  toward  the 
raising  of  $300,000  for  endowment.  More  than  $50,000  has  been 
pledged  by  various  parties  to  meet  these  conditional  subscriptions. 

We  congratulate  President  Homan  and  Willamette  University 
on  this  magnificent  report  and  pledge  him  our  prayers  and  spm- 
pathy  in  this  great  enterprise.  We  realize  more  keenly  than  ever 
the  importance  of  educational  institutions  under  the  watch  and  care 
of  the  church,  and  pledge  the  members  of  this  Conference  to  turn 
the  attention  of  our  young  people  to  Willamette  University.  We 
also  will  open  our  pulpits  to  President  Homan  and  Vice  President 
Todd  until  such  time  as  an  institution  of  learning  shall  be  founded 
by  the  Idaho  Conference,  and  we  recognize  that  in  all  fairness  the 
pulpits  of  the  Idaho  Conference  located  within  the  bounds  of  the 
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state  of  Oregon  should  be  open  at  all  limes  to  the  representatives 
of  the  Willamette  University. 

Resolved:  That  we  hereby  extend  our  hearty  thanks  to  Presi- 
dent Homan  and  Vice  President  Todd  for  their  presence  and  in- 
spiring addresses  during  the  session  of  our  Conference  and  pray  that 
they  may  be  spared  for  many  years  to  come  to  serve  our  church. 

Episcopal  Fund. 

Your  committee  notes  with  pleasure  that  the  approtionment  for 
this  fund  has  been  almost  raised  in  full.  This  splendid  showing  is 
to  be  credited  to  but  one  of  the  three  districts,  which  district  raised 
more  than  its  apportionment,  thus  making  up  the  deficiencies  of  the 
other  two. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  church  expects  every  preacher  to  do 
his  duty,  and"  it  is  generally  known  that  his  duty  is  to  keep  the  rules 
of  the  church  and  not  mend  them. 

One  of  the  rules  of  the  church  is  as  follows:  "The  book  commit- 
tee shall  estimate  and  apportion  the  aggregate  sums  required  and 
shall  through  the  district  superintendents  insist  that  each  annual 
conference  pay  into  the  Episcopal  Fund  the  amount  apportioned, 
and  that  the  wise  and  equitable  plan  of  pro-rating  as  provided  in 
paragraph  304  shall  not  be  disregarded  in  the  interests  of  pastors 
and  district  superintendents'  salaries  against  the  disciplinary  rights 
of  the  Episcopal  apportionment." 

Epworth  League. 

We  believe  that  the  men  who  created  the  Epworth  League  were 
inspired  by  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God  and  that  nowhere  is  there  to  be 
found  a  more  workable  organization,  in  view  of  the  work  for  which 
it  was  created,  than  is  our  Epworth  League.  It  should  receive 
heartiest  support  and  encouragement  of  the  district  superintendents 
and  pastors  of  the  Idaho  Conference. 

We  desire  to  recognize  the  work  done  in  the  district  conven- 
tions during  the  past  year  and  believe  every  chapter  should  be  rep- 
resented at  these  gatherings.  We  believe  also  that  sub-district  con- 
vfitions  should  be  held  where  the  geography  and  transportation  is 
such  as  to  make  district  conventions  difficult. 

Since  the  Epworth  League  has  for  its  object  the  training  of  the 
young  people  of  Methodism  into  efficient  workmen  in  the  Kingdom 
of  God,  we  believe  the  institute  id^ea  should  receive  our  strongest 
encouragement  as  the  nieans  of  training  the  leaders  in  the  local  chap- 
ters; and  in  this  respect  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that  the 
time  has  arrived  when  the  chapters  of  the  Idaho  Conference  can 
and  ought  to  have  the  advantage  of  the  institute,  and  recommend  that 
steps  be  taken  immediately  leading  toward  an  institute  next  sum- 
mer. 

May  we  lay  it  upon  the  hearts  of  tlie  pastors  that  the  Epworth 
League  work  does  not  yet  receive  from  us  that  sort  of  sympathetic 
co-operation  that  is  its  due.  May  the  coming  year  see  a  greater  im- 
provement in  this  direction. 

Foreign  Mission. 

The  marching  orders  of  the  great  caption  of  our  salvation  are 
ringing  out  with  ever-increasing  volumie.  The  nations  are  stretch- 
ing out  their  hands  unto  God  as  never  before  and  our  souls  are 
thrilled  with  the  news  form  the  front.     In  response  to   the  call 
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"Who  will  go  for  us?"  our  brightest  and  best  young  people  are 
hastening  to  the  recruiting  station  saying  "Here  am  I,  send  me." 
No  romance  can  equal  the  romance  of  modern  missions.  We  re- 
joice in  the  increased  activity  among  those  who  are  tarrying  by 
the  stuff  and  guarding  the  supplies  on  the  banks  of  the  Besor.  We 
urge  upon  our  people  the  need  of  faithfulness  in  forwarding  supplies 
to  the  men  on  the  firing  line.  Let  us  remember  that  *'As  his  part  is 
that  goeth  down  to  the  battle,  so  shall  his  part  be  that  tarrieth  by 
the  stuff:  they  shall  share  alike."  When  our  people  shall  remem- 
ber that  "the  tithe  is  the  Lord's,"  the  campaign  fund  will  be  im- 
mensely increased,  there  will  be  rapid  advance  along  all  lines  of 
missionary  effort  and  the  coming  of  the  day  of  the  Lord  will  be 
hast'cned.  We  desire  to  recognize  the  splendid  address  of  Dr.  J.  Z. 
Moore  of  Korea  and  believe  it  will  have  a  gracious  effect  on  our 
collections  next  year.  We  desire  to  urge  strongly  on  our  preachers 
the  need  of  more  thoroughly  informing  their  people  regarding  the 
progress  and  needs  of  missions.  We  regret  the  decrease  of  $532 
this  year. 

Freedmen's  Aid  Society. 

We  rejoice  greatlv  in  the  success  our  church  has  had  in  her 
work  among  the  Freedmen  of  the  south,  through  the  instrumentality 
of  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society.  Our  nation  is,  however,  facing  a 
great  race  problem,  and  we  believe  that  the  solution  may  be  found 
in  the  carrying  out  of  the  plans  of  the  society,  namely,  to  educate 
and  christianiz'e  the  worthy  and  needy  people  of  the  south.  We  urge 
our  pastors  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  conditions  thoroughly 
in  order  that  they  may  present  the  subject  to  their  congregations 
in  its  true  light.  And  to  this  end  we  recommend  that  they  us^e  all 
the  available  literature. 

Home  Mission  and  Church  Extension. 

The  entire  Idaho  Conference  is  being  rapidly  developed  and 
settled  up  by  those  who  are  moving  into  the  very  large  territory 
being  opeuied  up  by  the  the  numerous  large  irrigation  systems. 

The  conditions  demand  immediate  attention  and  must  have  as- 
sistance in  supplying  them  with  preachers  and  the  erection  of  small 
churches.  Other  denominations,  supported  entirely  by  their  home 
boards,  are  in  the  field  and  are  seriously  encroaching  on  Methodism. 

During  the  past  year  applications  were  presented  asking  for 
donations  in  the  amount  of  8,500.  Funds  were  available  for  only 
$1,350. 

There  were  numerous  other  points  in  the  conference  from  which 
applications  were  not  received,  whre  churches  should  have  been 
erected  and  preachers  supplid  had  funds  been  available. 

New  fields  ane  being  pushed  upon  our  district  superintendents, 
which  need  immediate  attention. 

Increased  appropriations  expended  in  these  new  districts  at  this 
time  would  return,  within  a  few  years,  several  times  the  amount  ex- 
pended, and  establish  a  strong  hold  for  Methodism. 

Theref^^re,  wie  appeal  for  $10^000  for  church  .extension,  and 
$10,000  for  home  missions,  and  urge  upon  the  members  of  this  con- 
ference to  use  all  possible  diligence  to  increase  their  collections  for 
this  cause  and  request  that  the  general  committee  increase  the  ap- 
propriation to  the  above  amount. 
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Methodist  Brotherhood. 

We,  your  committee  on  Brotherhood  work,  desire  to  assert  and 
reaffirm  our  unwavering  faith  in  this  uprising  of  men  as  a  Provi- 
dential answer  to  the  peculiar  needs  of  the  church  and  the  age. 

This  may  indicate  the  Divine  Presence  calling  the  men  of 
Christendom  to  a  new  crusade  in  the  application  of  the  principles  of 
the  gospel  of  the  lowly  Nazarene,  the  Prince  of  Peace,  the  Redeemer 
of  Men,  to  the  social,  political,  commercial  and  education  conditions 
of  our  century. 

We  earnestly  recommend  to  our  pastors  and  laymen,  that  they 
co-operate  with  the  Conference  Brotherhood  officers  in  the  organi- 
zation and  maintainance  of  an  active  chapter  in  every  church  in  the 
Conference  as  we  believe  this  will  unify,  intensify  and  greatly  en- 
hance the  usefulness  of  the  men  themselves  and  the  Church  as  a 
whole. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Brotherhood  be  recognized  on 
the  program  of  our  every  Annual  and  District  Conference. 

Periodicals. 

Your  committee  beg  to  make  the  following  report:  Having 
heard  with  profound  pleasure  of  the  steady  and  substantial  growth 
of  the  Pacific  Christian  Advocate  for  the  past  quadrennium,  and  that 
it  is  admirably  and  adequately  meeting  the  demands  and  needs  of 
its  ever-increasing  constituency,  and  gaining  the  sincere  apprecia- 
tion of  its  readers  with  every  issue;  having  heard  also  that  it  has 
not  used  its  subsidy  at  Cincinnati  thus  increasing  the  fund  for  Con- 
ference Claimants,  and  that  it  has  about  one  thousand  dollars  to  its 
credit  in  its  current  expense  account.    Be  it  therefore  resolved  that 

This  Conference  pledges  itself  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  place 
The  Advocatee  in  every  home  within  its  boundaries,  and  that  our 
slogan  be  a  circulation  of  ten  thousand,  and  a  quadrennium  without 
a  subsidy;  and  be  it  further  resolved 

That  we  pledge  our  loyalty  to  the  editor  of  the  Advocate,  and 
assure  him  of  our  confidence  in  his  ability,  and  able  manap-emcnt  of 
the  paper. 

Sabbath  Observance. 

We-  note  with  great  satisfaction  the  increasing  respect  for  the 
Sabbath  Day,  but  we  are  cognizant  that  there  is  still  much  room  for 
imjDrovement.  Forasmuch  as  the  proper  observance  of  the  Sab- 
bath is  necessary  to  the  best  development,  physical,  intellectual  and 
morai,  of  the  individual,  community  and  nation,  be  it  Resolved; 

That  we  urge  a  more  active  campaign  against  Sabbath  desecra- 
tion in  all  charges  of  Idaho  Conference. 

That  each  pastor  be  urged  to  preach  at  least  one  sermon  dur- 
ing the  year  on  this  great  subject. 

That  he  also  be  urged  to  see  that  a  proper  program  is  rendered 
upon  the  day  set  apart  as  Sabbath  Observance  Day. 

That  all  ministers  and  laymen  of  the  Idaho  Conference  be  urged 
to  lend  their  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  making  for  the 
Christian  Sabbath. 

State  of  the  Church. 

One  more  year  has  passed  into  the  history  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Christ.    How  many  victories  have  been  won  for  the  one  who  wears 
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the  blood-red  cloak,  and  the  many  crowns!  We  rejoice  over  the 
victories  of  the  past  year.  The  reports  of  the  different  districts 
tell  of  special  meetings  upon  nearly  every  charge,  with  many  souls 
born  into  the  Kingdom.  The  meeting  of  the  Lay  Electoral  Con- 
ference shows  an  increasing  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  church. 
The  laymen  are  taking  upon  themselves,  in  a  larger  way,  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  work  of  the  church,  thus  relieving  in  many 
instances,  the  already  overburdened  pastors  and  Ladies'  Aid  Societies. 
Many  new  churches  and  parsonages  have  been  erected  during  the 
year  now  closing.  The  Word  has  been  preached  in  purity  and  with 
power.  As  pastors  and  people  we  have  reason  to  rejoice  that  the 
Word  has  been  fully  believed.  The  fundamental  doctrines  of  our 
church  are  still  cherished  and  taught.  We  notice  a  tendency,  on  the 
part  of  some,  to  throw  off  the  spirit  of  deep  piety,  and  to  lead 
nominal  Christian  lives — this  is  to  be  deprecated.  Brethren,  let  us 
see  to  the  training  of  children  of  the  Sunday  school,  in  attendance 
upon  the  church  service.  They  are  the  future  church  membership; 
their  training  today  gives  direction  to  the  action  of  tomorrow. 

Thoughtful  study  of  the  Word,  communion  with  God,  family 
worship  and  faithful  attendance  upon  the  means  of  Grace  lead  to 
the  highest  plane  of  Christian  living  and  develops  the  best  types 
of  Christian  character  and  usefulness. 

We  recognize  the  growing  importance  of  the  work  of  the 
Sunday  School  as  a  factor  in  our  growth;  a  large  percentage  of  our 
membership  comes  directly  from  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School. 
Urge  the  adult  members  to  attendance  in  the  Sunday  school.  The 
year  just  passing  shows  a  large  and  healthy  increase  in  membership 
which  lays  upon  us  pastors  the  need  of  more  faithful  pastoral  work, 
"The  house  going  preacher  makes  the  church  going  pastor," 

Sunday  Schools. 

The  formation  of  character  is  vastly  more  important  than  the 
transformation  of  character.  The  Sunday  schools  have  a  large  place 
in  the  formation  of  the  characters  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  today 
who  are  to  be  the  men  and  women  of  tomorrow  and  who  will  be 
the  leaders  in  the  church  and  in  civic  life. 

When  we  consider  that  from  eighty-five  to  ninety-five  per  cent 
of  the  membership  of  the  church  have  come  through  the  Sunday 
school  we  are  compelled  to  recognize  the  work  of  the  Sunday  school 
as  being  the  most  important  work  of  the  church.  The  pastor  who 
fails  to  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  Sunday  school  of  his  church  is 
overlooking  the  greatest  opportunity  of  his  ministry.  The  church 
member  who  does  not  find  his  place  in  the  Sunday  school  has  failed 
to  realize  his  full  privilege  and  opportunity  to  encourage  and  to  assist 
the  pastor  to  make  his  work  lasting. 

The  Sunday  schools  of  the  Idaho  Conference  have  been  greatly 
strengthened  and  built  up  by  the  work  of  our  Sunday  school  mis- 
sionary.   We  recommend  that  he  be  re-appointed. 

Sunday  School  Missionary. 

With  much  regret  that  so  much  of  the  work  we  had  planned,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  to  do  e'er  this,  is  still  unaccomplished,  and 
with  much  gratitude  for  what  has  been  accomplished,  we  submit  this 
report. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  delightful  activity.  In  the  number  of 
schools  organized,  the  distance  traveled  and  new  fields  explored, 
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perhaps  this  year's  record  is  not  as  great  as  either  of  the  two  that 
preceded  it. 

However,  wie  have  worked  on  a  somewhat  different  plan  this 
year  than  that  formerly  followed  in  that  we  have  only  organized 
new  schools  where  we  have  had  reasonable  assurance  from  tbe 
District  Superintendent  that  the  work  would  be  followed  up  by 
making  these  schools  parts  of  circuits  in  a  short  tinie  at  most.  Many 
opportunities  to  organize  new  schools  have  not  been  followed  up  be- 
cause we  felt  that  they  would  not  have  any  preaching  service  and 
would  exist  only  a  few  weeks  at  best. 

As  a  result  of  this  po'icy  we  have  fell  short  in  some  respects  of 
the  previous  two  years'  record,  but  am  able  to  report  that,  as  far  as 
I  know,  only  one  school  of  those  organized  this  year  has  ceas^ed  to 
exist.  This  school  was  located  some  seventeen  miles  from  any 
preaching  point  and  did  not  comply  with  the  gen.eral  policy  followed 
this  year  in  that  it  had  never  had  any  preaching  or  visit  from  a 
preacher  and  was  not  organized  under  my  personal  supervision. 
Nevertheless  we  are  still  hoping  to  see  a  resurrection  in  this  p'ace  in 
the  near  future. 

I  have  done  more  house  to  house  canvassing  than  formerly  and 
been  in  more  conventions  than  in  former  years. 

We  have  organized  about  sixteen  new  schools  this  year  and 
visited  most  of  those  organized  in  the  last  two  years  und^er  my 
supervision,  and  many  others  at  the  solicitation  of  those  in  charge. 
In  many  of  these  we  have  helped  to  install  the  New  International 
Graded  Course  of  Lessons — held  workers'  conferences  and  in  many 
places  have  presented  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Sunday  Schools  and 
taken  the  annual  ofifering  for  the  same. 

In  every  such  case  these  charges  were  able  to  report  this  appor- 
tionment more  than  "met  in  full." 

Some  of  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School  Missionary  has  been 
referred  to  by  some  of  the  District  Superintendents  and  will  not  be 
repieated  here. 

We  find  the  Sunday  Schools  of  this  Conference  increasing  in 
..timber,  in  attendance,  in  spirituality,  in  efficiency  and  in  power. 
Men  are  becoming  more  interested  in  this  department  of  Christian 
service — teachers  are  becoming  better  prepared  for  presenting  the 
truth,  and  for  all  these  things  we  have  reason  to  be  thankful. 

Brethren  the  year  has  slipped  away  very  rapidly  and  we  have 
ueen  unable  to  meet  all  the  demands  made  upon  us,  but  we  have  tried 
to  do  the  best  we  could,  and  thanking  the  Bishop,  the  Conference,  the 
Board  of  Sunday  Schools  and  God  for  the  opportunity  of  this  ser- 
vice, wie  humb'.y  submit  this  report. 

Temperance. 

We  heartily  commend  the  work  of  Dr.  Clarence  True  Wilson, 
secretary  of  the  Temperance  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  His  address  before  the  Conference  was  very  instructive  and 
stimulating,  showing  a  statesmanlike  view  and  comprehensive  grasp 
of  the  world  movement  for  the  suppression  of  the  traffic  in  alcoholic 
liquors.  We  believe  great  good  will  come  from  his  earnest  labors 
throughout  Methodism. 

W'e  give  our  full  endorsement  to  the  work  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League  in  general  and  especially  in  the  territory  of  our  Conference, 
under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Rev.  W.  J.  Herwig.  We  pledge  our 
earnest  support  in  the  present  struggle  that  is  going  on  in  the  various 
local  option  contests  in  counties  of  Idaho,    We  pray  that  no  Metho- 
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dist  may  be  any  other  than  an  aggressive,  vigilant  and  implacable 
foe  to  the  loquor  traffic;  and  we  trust  that  no  member  of  our  beloved 
church  will  be  found  in  an  equivocal  position  on  this  question. 

By  request  we  nominate  Rev.  A.  L.  Howarth  and  Mr.  C.  S. 
Polk  to  represent  the  Idaho  Conference  on  the  Board  of  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League. 

Woman's  Work. 

In  behalf  of  the  Idaho  Conference  we  wish  to  express  our  most 
hearty  appreciation  and  gratitude  for  the  work  of  the  women  in  our 
church.  Their  faithful  and  devoted  efforts  have  made  possible 
churches  in  our  Conference  which  otherwise  would  not  exist.  While 
we  deplore  the  fact  that  the  serving  of  tables  should  be  so  much 
a  part  of  the  work  of  our  ladies  aid,  we  realize  that  conditions  must 
be  met  as  they  are  until  they  can  be  made  as  they  shouM  be. 

We  appreciate  also  the  work  that  the  local  organizations  of  the 
Woman's  Home  and  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  are  doing, 
and  hope  they  may  presently  be  organized  throughout  the  Con- 
ference as  a  means  to  more  efficient  and  aggressive  service.  In  all 
their  efforts  we  wish  to  assure  them  of  our  most  hearty  co-operation. 


Journal  of  Lay  Electoral  Conference. 

Caldwell,  Idaho,  August  19,  1911. 

The  Lay  Electoral  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  held  in  conjunction  with  the  28th  Annual  Idaho  Conference, 
v/as  called  to  order  in  the  Christian  Church  of  Caldwell,  Idaho,  at 
9  o'clock  a.  m.,  Friday,  August  18th,  1911,  by  C.  E.  B.  Roberts  of 
Rupert,  who,  on  motion,  was  made  temporary  chairman. 

After  singing  by  the  audience  and  prayer  by  H.  B.  Disney  of 
Heyburn,  P.  F.  Chandler  of  Canyon  City,  Oregon,  was  elected  tem- 
porary secretary.  On  motion,  the  following  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials was  appointed  by  the  chair:  H.  J.  Kingsbury  of  Twin  Falls;  O. 
V.  Badley  of  Caldwell  and  G.  H.  Hogue  of  Kuna.  The  chair  ordered 
a  recess  of  five  minutes  for  the  Committee  on  Credentials  to  report. 

The  report  of  the  committee  showed  39  delegates  with  the  regula- 
tion credentials  and  six  delegates  whose  credentials  had  been  left 
at  liome,  but  who  had  secured  vouchers  from  the  District  Superin- 
tendent or  pastor  showing  them  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Conference. 
On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  v/ith  provision 
that  members  arriving  late  should  be  entitled  to  file  their  credentials. 

Upon  motion,  the  temporary  organization  was  made  permanent. 
After  singing  by  the  Conference,  Editor  Hughes  of  the  Pacific 
Christian  Advocate,  was  called  to  the  floor  by  the  chairman  and 
ref')onded  in  a  five  minute  address,  thanking  the  laymen  for  their 
support  of  the  Advocate  and  stating  that  it  was  now  on  a  self-sup- 
porting basis.  A  motion  prevailed  unanimously  that  Mr.  Hughes' 
management  of  the  Advocate  be  endorsed  and  that  this  endorsement 
go  to  the  General  Conference  with  recommendation  that  his  appoiiit- 
inent  be  made  effective  for  the  coming  four  years. 

Dr.  Todd,  vice  president  of  Willamette  University,  made  a  few 
stirrtng  remarks  after  which  Dr.  Fletcher  Homan,  Willamette's  be- 
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loved  president  and  Oregon's  peerless  orator,  addressed  the  Con- 
ference. 

After  a  recess  of  five  minutes,  a  motion  to  proceed  with  the 
•election  of  two  delegates  and  two  alternates  to  the  General  Confer- 
ence to  be  held  in  Minneapolis  in  May,  1912,  prevailed,  after  a  con- 
siderable discussion. 

On  motion,  an  informal  ballot  was  taken  to  nominate  candidates 
for  delegates  to  the  General  Conference.  The  following  were  nomi- 
nated: Madden,  Chandler,  Eaton.  Pipher,  Polk,  Hadley,  Glase, 
Speckhart,  Brainard.  Badley  and  Roberts.  After  which  the  first  bal- 
lot was  taken,  A.  E.  Eaton,  R.  S.  Madden,  John  Pipher  and  C.  S. 
Polk  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  the  order  named.  As 
the  time  was  at  hand  for  taking  the  cars  for  the  pleasure  excursion 
to  Boise,  a  motion  prevailed  to  declare  the  first  two  named  the  regu- 
larly elected  delegates  and  the  last  tw^o  named  the  regularly  elected 
alternates  of  the  Idaho  Conference  to  attend  the  General  Conference 
at  Minneapolis. 

On  motion,  the  Conference  adjourned  until  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  Sat- 
urday, August  19. 

Saturday,  August  19,  9  o'clock. 

^Meeting  called  to  order  by  Chairman  Roberts.  Minutes  of  pre- 
vious meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  the  name  of  C.  D.  Rush,  who  had  been  seated  as  the 

delegate  from  Vale,  as  the  regular  elected  delegate  was  unable  to 
attend,  was  ordered  stricken  from  the  roll.  Roll  call  showed  39  of 
the  delegates  present. 

A  motion  w^as  made  and  carried  to  adopt  rules  by  which,  on 
account  of  irregularity  in  the  election  of  the  previous  day,  each  dele- 
gate and  alternate  should  be  voted  for  separately,  each  one  to  receive 
a  majority  of  all  votes  cast.  After  considerable  discussion  as  to  the 
legality  of  Mr.  Eaton's  election,  a  substitute  motion  w^as  made  that 
secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Conference  for  Mr. 
Eaton  and  Mr.  Madden  as  lay  delegates  and  Mr.  Pipher  and  Mr. 
Polk  as  alternates,  Mr.  Polk  as  a  reserve  for  Mr.  Eaton  and  Mr. 
Pipher  for  Mr.  Madden.  The  substitute  motion  was  ruled  out  of 
order,  the  ruling  appealed  from  and  the  chair  sustained  by  a  vote 
of  19  to  16.  A  motion  to  reconsider  the  original  motion  prevailed. 
The  original  motion  was  then  passed  and  the  election  proceeded  with 
Mr.  Eaton  having  received  a  majority  vote,  was  declared  elected  del- 
egate. Mr.  Eaton  received  31  votes.  Mr.  Eaton's  election  was  made 
unanimous.  On  the  2nd  ballot,  R.  S.  Madden  received  29  votes  and 
was  declared  elected  2nd  delegate. 

After  the  4th  ballot,  a  motion  to  drop  all  but  three  highest  can- 
didates prevailed.  On  the  5th  ballot  C.  S.  Polk  received  21  votes 
and  was  declared  elected  1st  alternate.  On  the  6th  ballot  J.  Pipher 
received  21  votes  and  was  declared  elected  2nd  alternate. 

An  aye  and  no  vote  on  amendment  changing  constitution  relative 
to  changing  time  of  meeting  of  General  Conference  resulted  as  fol- 
lows: Ayes  38,  Noes  1. 

A  resolution  relative  to  accepting  an  offer  made  by  A.  Eggleston 
&  Sons  of  Boise  of  a  site  for  a  proposed  Methodist  University  at  that 
place  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Brainard.  This  resolution  was  adopted 
with  the  addition  of  several  provisions,  viz:  ''To  fix  salary  of  financial 
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agent,"  "Provided  that  Ada  county  becomes  dry  territory,"  and  "Said 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than  one-half  lay- 
men to  hold  office  one,  two,  three,  four  years  respectively." 

A  resolution,  relative  to  deciding  any  offer  or  proposition  looking 
to  the  erection  or  maintenance  of  a  church  school  to  be  located  in 
or  near  any  city,  or  locality  legalizing  a  licensed  saloon,  was  adopted 
by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Conference.  (See  resolution.)  On  mo- 
tion, the  chair  appointed  the  following  committee  to  meet  with  a  like 
committee  from  the  Ministerial  Conference:  C.  S.  Po'.k,  E.  C.  Brain- 
ard,  O.  V.  Badley  and  H.  J.  Roak. 

On  motion,  the  secretary  was  instructed  to  transmit  the  corrected 
resolution  pertaining  to  the  university  site  to  the  Ministerial  Con- 
ference. 

Motion  prevailed  to  adjourn  until  after  the  joint  session  of  the 
ministers  and  laymen. 

Saturday,  5  o'clock  p.  m.,  Aug.  19.  Meeting  called  to  order  by 
Chairman  Roberts. 

Resolution  from  New  York  Laymen's  Conference  relative  to 
abolishing  office  of  District  Superintendent  and  delegating  the  duties 
to  an  increased  number  of  districted  bishops,  was  referred  to  the 
General  Conference  delegates. 

O.  V.  Badley  presented  the  claims  of  "Steps  to  Success,"  by  Dr. 
G'.  L.  Powell,  and  "Ethel  Vale,"  by  Rev.  Guy  Phelps. 

On  motion,  the  unanimous  thanks  of  the  Conference  was  extend- 
ed to  the  good  people  of  Caldwell,  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  Dr.  Powell 
and  his  good  wife,  the  pastor,  the  trustees,  and  members  of  the 
Christian  Church,  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Railroad  and  all  others  who 
made  things  so  pleasant  for  the  delegates  and  their  wives.

RESOLUTION. 

Whereas,  We,  the  delegates  to  the  Lay  Conference  of  the  IMeth- 
odist  Episcopal  Church,  held  in  Caldwell,  Idaho,  August  19th,  1911, 
representing  the  membership  of  the  Idaho  Conference  comprising 
Southern  Idaho  and  Eastern  Oregon,  have  visited  the  proposed  site 
for  a  prospective  Methodist  University  at  Boise,  Idaho,  and, 

Whereas,  Said  site  appeals  to  us  as  an  ideal  location  for  said 
school  and  we  heartily  endorse  said  enterprise;  we  could  not  con- 
scientiouslv  nor  consistently  accept  any  proffer  for  a  site  for  said 
school  near  the  City  of  Boise  while  it  is  infested  with  the  licensed 
saloon,  which  would  have  a  tendency  to  destroy  the  youth  of  our 
church  constituency. 

Furthermore,  we  positively  decline  to  consider  any  proposition 
looking  to  the  erection  of  maintenance  of  a  church  school  to  be  lo- 
cated in  or  near  any  city  or  locality  legalizing  a  licensed  saloon.
